REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 1-28 wherein a temperature compensating apparatus comprises a heat-distributing 
device having one or more heat distributing bodies; and a thermally loaded body, the heat- 
distributing device is adapted to surfaces of the thermally loaded body such that there remains 
between the thermally body and the one or more heat-distributing bodies a gap filling with a 
liquid for thermal coupling in conjunction with mechanical decoupling, as claimed. The 
combination of all the claimed features are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art and 
all of said features are relied upon for a determination of allowability.
